The Board or other issuing authority
ghdl deny any gppliction for a pemit or for cetification as a blager if the gpplicant or
desgnated person representing an gpplicant has been convicted of any feony, whether such
conviction occurred under the laws of the Commonwedth, or any other date, the Didrict of
Columbia, the United States or any territory thereof, unless his civil rights have been restored by
the Governor or other appropriate authority.”
